"On Friday an attack by the 
Adolf Hitler div ision of the SS 
was repulsed by our infantry and 
heav y losses were inflicted on 
the enemy .” 
The cqpimunique said that the 
eng ag ement took place in north­ 
ern Greece, and that Nazi at­ 
tempts to penetrate the Greek 
and British lines there had been 
successfully held.

WASHINGTON, A p r i l 
(AP)—The Supreme Court ruled 
today that a person can be pun­ 
ished for civ il contempt of court 
only if the acts alleg ed to hav e 
obstructed justice occurred within 
the phy sical prox imity of the tri­ 
bunal. 
This ruling rev ersed a famous 
19 18 decision which upheld the 
conv iction of a Toledo, O., news­ 
paper for criticizing court pro­ 
ceeding s concerning street rail­ 
way affairs. 
J ustice Doug las deliv ered the 
decision in a comparativ ely minor 
case. Chief J ustice Hug hes and 
J ustices Stone and Roberts dis­ 
sented. 
Rev erses Co n v ictio n s 
The majority opinion rev ersed 
the contempt of court conv iction 
of R. H. Ny e and L. C. May ers of 
Lumberton, N. C., in connection 
with their alleg ed 
attempts to 
persuade W. H. Elmore of Con­ 
way , S. C., to drop a $30,000 dam­ 
ag e suit ag ainst the B. C. Remedy 
company following the death o f 
Elmore’s son. 
J ustice Doug las said that under 
a section of the federal judicial 
code "the fact that in purpose and 
effect there was an obstruction in 
the administration of justice did 
not bring the condemned conduct 
within the v icinity of the court in 
any normal meaning of the term.” 
Co n cedes Obstru ctio n 
"It is not misbehav ior in the 
v icinity of the court disrupting to 
quiet and order or actually inter­ 
rupting the court in the conduct 
of its business.”

Along 
ab ou t the third inning his in­ 
terest wanes and he wanders 
ou t of the b all-park. 
Despite his 58 years, Chase 
still is the ou tward pictu re of 
health, standing six feet and 
weighing 190 pou nds. He is 
emb arrassed 
to 
b e termed 
“one of b aseb all’s immortals.” 
“Shu cks,” he said today, 
“there were lots of first b ase­ 
men who were b etter. There 
was Fred Tenny of the Bos­ 
ton Braves. I learned a lot 


from watching him.” 
Chase’s forte was sensa­ 
tional fielding and 
q u i c k 
thinking. He claims to have 
introdu ced the “squ eeze play” 
into the major leagu es when 
he went to the New York 
Highlanders (now the Yan­ 
kees) from the Los Angeles 
clu b in 1905. He learned the 
play, he said, from Charlie 
Graham when Graham was 
managing the Tacoma Tigers 
in 1904. 
Chase was b orn in Soqu el, 
Cal., 
and 
played

b aseb all for Los Gatos high 
school. 
When he 
went to 
Santa Clara college in 1903, 
he was a pitcher. 
He lost 
only two games du ring his 
college career. 
“Hell, no, I didn’t gradu ­ 
ate," said Chase with a grin. 
“I only went to class twice. 
I was interested in b aseb all.’* 
This lack of edu cation, Chase 


said once cau sed him to tu rn 
down a stage offer of $1500 
a week. 
He joined the Los Angeles 
Angels in 
1904, 
then was 
drafted b y the Yankees, re­ 
maining with that clu b u ntil 
1913 when he was traded to 
the Chicago White Sox. He 
.spent two seasons with the 
Sox b efore dropping to the 
minors and joining Bu ffalo of 
the old Federal leagu e. 
In 
1916, however, he was b ack 
with the Cincinnati Reds. He 
was traded to the Giants in 
1918. 
By the tim e

arou nd, Chase' felt he had 
b een long enou gh in the b ig- 
leagu es—15 years—so he sent 
his contract b ack u nsigned to 
John McGraw and since has 
played off and on with San 
Jose, Porterville, M adera and 
in the Arizona-Texas leagu e.

Chase played most of his 
b aseb all u nder Clark Griffith 
and, natu rally enou gh, thinks 
Griffith was the b est of man­ 
agers.

Few peo ple realize ho w far the u nio ns hav e 
go ne to destro y o u r inherent liberties. 
Read in 
. this issu e what co nditio ns ex ist in Michigan, as 
repo rted in Samu el Pettengill s article o n this 
page. 
Ou r real danger is in America and no t fro m fo r­ 
eign lands. 
The danger co mes when men are so 
gu llible as to believ e a President is a frier.d o f 
the wo rking man when he permits, as he did in 
• Michigan, the United States mails to be inter­ 
fered with and transpo rtatio n o n nav igable waters 
• u nder the co ntro l o f the Federal Go v ernment sto p­ 
ped, simply as a reward to the u nio n leaders who 
helped finance his campaign. 
It seems to be co ming to the po int in America 
- that o nly v o ters who su ppo rt the Administratio n 
hav e liberty . 
This is as it is in ev ery co u ntry 
co ntro lled by a dictato r. 


WATCH EVENTS AT HOME 
Ou r peo ple will make a great and perhaps 
irretriev able mistake if they beco me so abso rbed 
with ev ents abro ad that they lo se sight o f ev ents 
at ho me which are part and parcel o f the to tali­ 
tarian, no t the demo cratic pattern o f life. 
The essential principles o f to tal go v ernment are 
well kno wn. They inv o lv e abso lu te go v ernmental 
co ntro l o v er indiv idu als and indu stries. In many 
instances, go v ernment o wns and o perates indu stry ’; 
in all cases management is bu t the v o ice o f the 
cliqu e in po wer, witho u t influ ence o r the right o f 
pro test. Civ il liberties are abro gated. All po wer 
is v ested in go v ernment, and go v ernment makes 
all the decisio ns. 
We hav e no t su rrendered all o u r liberties in the 
United States. 
Bu t any man with ev en a bare 
u nderstanding o f the fo rces that hav e been abro ad 
in this co u ntry mu st realize that we hav e tended 
in that directio n. We hav e, fo r instance, per­ 
mitted go v ernment to go into business, in direct 
co mpetitio n w'ith its citizens. We hav e created 
bu reau s by the do zen—each with new po wers, 
each tending to be ev er-perpetu ating, each ex ert­ 
ing its influ ence in fields that o nce were the pro v ­ 
ince o f priv ate enterprise. We hav e carried regu ­ 
latio n o f indu stry , in many instances, to so great 
an ex treme that to ail intents and pu rpo ses the 
go v ernment is the manager, directing head and 
final co u rt o f appeal. There nev er was a time in 
American histo ry when po litics and go v ernment 
play ed so great a ro le in o u r liv es. 
Ou r present indu stries hav e been bro u ght to a 
high peak o f pro du ctiv e efficiency u nder the pri­ 
v ate enterprise sy stem. And it is these indu stries 
which will pro v ide the life blo o d in arming bo th 
o u r o wn co u ntry and the embattled demo cracies 
acro ss the seas. 
Statistics sho w that, giv en a reaso nable chance 
to ex pand, priv ate enterprise can meet defense 
no less than no rmal demands. 
Bu t with go v ­ 
ernment interference and go v ernment-co ndo ned 
strikes wa will bo g do wn and beco me a seco nd 
France. 
Let's watch things a t ho me and we can better 
aid Britain. 


“P R O G R E S S AND R E L IG IO N” 


In this age, when things are changing so rap 
idly , the cau se o f their change beco mes a v ery in 
i teresting stu dy , 
Christo pher Dawso n, an Englishman, has w rit 
ten what 
kno wn as a Catho lic masterpiece call 
j ed “Pro gress and Religio n”. 
It is an especially 
interesting stu dy o f the co nnectio n between re 
| ligio n and pro gress. It seems to me that he dem 
o nstrates witho u t a shado w o f a do u bt that the 
gro wth and dev elo pment o f mankind is a resu lt 
o f tru e religio n; that it is necessary fo r him to 
pu t himself in harmo ny with eternal, immu table 
ev erlasting laws o f natu re. 
He is the au tho r o f many religio u s bo o ks. 
He po ints o u t that intellectu al pro gress, o r at 
least a degree o f scientific achiev ement, can ex ist 
while a cu ltu re is declining. 
He sho ws tha t if 
civ ilizatio n can fall to pieces within, "then the 
o ptimistic assu mptio ns o f the last two centu ries 
co ncerning the fu tu re o f o u r mo dern civ ilizatio n 
lo se their v alidity .” 
I wish to qu o te a few passages fro m this m as­ 
terpiece w ritten three y ears ago : 
“Ho wev er far the pro cess o f degeneratio n has 
go ne, there is alw’ay s a po ssibility o f regeneratio n, 
if so ciety reco v ers its fu nctio nal equ ilibriu m and 
resto res its lo st co ntacts with the life o f natu re.” 


“Behind ev ery civ ilizatio n there is a v isio n—a 
v isio n which may be the u nco nscio u s fru it o f ages 
o f co mmo n tho u ght and actio n, o r which m ay 
hav e spru ng fro m the su dden illu minatio n o f 
a 
great pro phet o r thinker.” 
"The v ital changes in cu ltu re are tho se tha t 
co me fro m within, and co nsequ ently the greatest 
o f all agents o f cu ltu ral pro gress is the hu m an 
mind. 
This may seem at first sight to be a re­ 
tu rn to the o ld intellectu alist v iew o f pro gress 
which inspired the philo so phers and so cio lo gists 
o f the 18 th and 19 th centu ries.” 
Bu t the 
au tho r ex plains that this is no t a re­ 
tu rn to the o ld intellectu alists’ idea o f pro gress: 
“As Du rkheim has said, religio n is like the 
wo mb fro m w’hich co me all the germs o f hu man 
civ ilizatio n. ‘Since it has been made to em brace 
all o f reality , the phy sical wo rld as well as the 
m o ral o ne, the fo rces that mo v e bo dies as well as 
tho se that mo v e minds hav e been co nceiv ed in a 
religio u s fo rm.” 
“Man is, as it were, a Go d u po n earth, since 
it is his fu nctio n to redu ce the u nintelligible chao s 
o f the wro rld o f pheno mena to reaso n and o rder.”

HEALTH RESEARCH CROWDED OUT 


But War H as Giv en R o ckefeller Fo undatio n New 
Fields o f A ctiv ity 


(Fro m N ew sw eek) 


When the Nazis mo v ed into Paris, the Ro cke­ 
feller Fo u ndatio n mo v ed o u t (a tempo rary o ffice 
has been o pened in Lisbo n). 
Becau se o f similar 
war co nditio ns Ro ckefeller scientists hav e been 
recalled fro m scarlet fev er and influ enza research 
in Ru mania and Hu ngary , respectiv ely , while the 
threat o f tro u ble has pu t an end to public health 
wo rk in Shanghai, Egy pt, and Tu rkey . 
That the retreat o f these scientific o u tpo sts has 
set many new plans in mo tio n, ho wev er, was in­ 
dicated recently by Ray mo nd B. Fo sdick, president 
o f the Ro ckefeller Fo u ndatio n, in his repo rt o f the 
gro u p’s 19 40 activ ities. 
One impo rtant pro ject is the aiding o f refu gee 
scho lars. 
Fo sdick estimated that the war has 
redu ced Eu ro pe’s ro ster o f pro fesso rs at least 50 
per cent as a resu lt o f “disappearance,” impriso n­ 
ment, o r flight, and fro m 19 33 to 19 39 the fo u nda­ 
tio n permanently placed ninety -nine fo reign re­ 
searchers in the United States. * Last y ear alo ne, 
the repo rt rev ealed, grants to taling $26 6 ,350 were 
made to fifty -six refu gee pro fesso rs fro m Germany , 
Po land, France, No m ay , and o ther Eu ro pean 
natio ns. 
Fo sdick also anno u nced that the Ro ckefeller 
Fo u ndatio n—at a requ est made by Lo rd Lo thian, 
late British ambassado r to the United States, ju st 
befo re he died—has appro priated $100,000 to giv e 
a selected gro u p o f British medical stu dents three 
y ears to co mplete their training in American in­ 
stitu tio ns. 
Other fo u ndatio n activ ities inclu de malaria co n­ 
tro l o n China’s Bu rma ro ad, a successfu l driv e 
to w’ipe o u t y ello w fev er mo squ ito es in Brazil, and 
the pro du ctio n o f impo rtant v accines 
(500,000 
do ses o f a new influ enza v accine were sent to 
Great Britain, while 250,000 do ses o f y ello w fev er 
v accine went to the British Su dan, and 1 millio n 
mo re do ses o f the preparatio n are being made fo r 
the United States army ). 


A t th e Price o f La b o r 


Dawso n emphasizes the impo rtance o f m athe­ 
matics in religio n. 
In fact, he alm o st makes re ­ 
ligio n mathematics. 
He qu o tes the greatest o f 
artists in the 15th centu ry —Leo nardo da Vinci— 
as dev elo ping a new science o f ex periment and 
applied kno wledge which wo uld giv e man the 
co mplete mastery o v er natu re by say ing: 
“Mechanics are the paradise o f the m athem ati­ 
cal sciences, fo r in them the fru its o f the la tte r 
are reaped. 
Therefo re, O stu dents, stu dy m athe­ 
matics, and do no t bu ild witho u t a fo u ndatio n. 
Ex periment is the tru e interpreter between natu re 
and man. 
Ex perience is nev er a t fau lt. 
Tho u , 
O Go d, do st sell us all things at the price o f la ­ 
bo u r,” 
He co ntinu es by po inting o u t that this new 
science is no t the resu lt o f a pro cess o f pu rely in­ 
du ctiv e reaso ning fro m the data o f ex perience as 
Baco n and the po sitiv ists imagined. 
“It has been 
tru ly said by Pro fesso r Whitehead that indu ctio n 
itself rests o n metaphy sics, and the v ery po ssibility 
o f science is dependent in that faith in the u lti­ 
m ate ratio nality o f the u niv erse, which the mo d­ 
ern wo rld inherited fro m mediaev al scho lasticism.” 
“And Galileo describes mathem atics as 
the 
script in which Go d has written o n the o pen bo o k 
o f the Univ erse.” 
In the bo o k, the au tho r stresses the fact that 
laissez faire and free trade are a resu lt o f a re­ 
ligio u s applicatio n o f liberal do ctrines. 
And it is certainly tru e that laissez faire is a re­ 
su lt o f the Christian admo nitio n to hav e respect 
fo r the equ al rights o f o ther peo ple. 
It is the 
reco gnitio n o f the o neness o f mankind, no t o nly 
o f tho se no w liv ing bu t tho se o f fu tu re genera­ 
tio ns.

“Yo u get o u t o f here!” he o r­ 
dered the hisser, who , after a 
hasty glance at the heav y -set ex - 
co ngressman fro m New Mex ico , 
co mplied o n the do u ble-qu ick. 
Zapp In Hav ana 
Dies 
co mmittee" 
inv estigato rs 
hav e u nco v ered the interesting 
fact that Dr. Manfred Zapp, head 
o f the Nazi Trans-Ocean News 
Serv ice, was so cially activ e du ring 
the Pan-American Co nference in 
Hav ana last y ear. 
It was at this parley that the 
principle o f W estern Hemisphere 
defense was established. Zapp, re­ 
cently indicted with his assistant 
o n charges o f being u nregistered 
Nazi agents, wro te a letter o n Au ­ 
gu st 10, 19 40, after he retu rned 
fro m Cuba. 
As translated by the 
Dies co mmittee, it fo llo ws in part: 
“I had a ro o m in a Hav ana ho ­ 
tel directly nex t to the apartment 
o f Secretary o f State Hull. 
The 
atmo sphere in Hav ana to wards 
Germans was in the beginning ex ­ 
ceptio nally co o l and the treatment 
we receiv ed rather disagreeable, 
bu t when the co nference lo o ked 
like little su ccess fo r the Ameri­ 
cans, they (apparently the Cu ­ 
bans) 
believ ed 
they wo uld 
no 
lo nger hav e to fear the Germans 
and fro m the hu man standpo int 
we were treated almo st civ illy 
“I was particu larly fo rtu nate 
becau se, du e to my go o d perso nal 
co ntacts, I was v ery well receiv ed 
in Cuba. 
The o wner o f the mo st 
impo rtant Cu ban newspaper im­ 
mediately inv ited me fo r dinner 
with so me friends at a co u ntry 
estate. He called fo r me in a bu l­ 
let-pro o f car and was acco mpan­ 
ied by his bo dy gu ard. 
His ho u se 
was su rro u nded by a high wall, 
"Immediately 
we 
appro ached, 
the do o r o pened and we dro v e 
thro u gh and the do o r immediately 
clo sed again. 
Three huge blo o d 
ho u nds were then lo cked in a ken 
nel where they remained u ntil we 
left the ho u se. 
“I was inv ited again ano ther 
time to the same man’s ho me, high 
in the hills abo v e Hav ana. 
Fo r 
this dinner he also had inv ited the 
German charge d’affaires and the 
Italian minister, as well as an im 
po rtant representativ e o f mine in 
the Trans-Ocean (news serv ice) in 
Hav ana. 
“I also had intimate perso nal 
co ntacts with the chief o f the 
press sectio n o f the Cu ban go v ern 
ment, who is no w press agent fo r 
the Pan-American Co nference, be­ 
cau se the latter fo r y ears had been 
Cu ban m inister to the Vatican.” 
Merry -Go -Ro u nd 
The Gridiro n club first asked 
Herbert Ho o v er to deliv er the 
cu sto mary o ppo sitio n speech 
to 
Ro o sev elt. 
Fo r reaso ns kno wn to 
himself, he declined.

Sw eeney Suit in W ashingto n D is­ 
m issed by D. O. Federal J udge 
WASHINGTON — The famo u s 
chain libel su it bro u ght by Rep­ 
resentativ e M artin L. Sweeney o f 
Ohio against The Washingto n Mer- 
ry -Go -Aro u nd and 7 5 o f the co l­ 
u mn’s client newspapers lo st its 
mo st decisiv e battle to day when 
the case against Drew Pearso n 
and Ro bert S. Allen, au tho rs o f 
the article in qu estio n, was dis­ 
missed in federal co u rt here. 
Ju stice Daniel O’Do no ghu e o f 
the United States Co u ft o f the 
District o f Co lu mbia upheld a mo ­ 
tio n by Pearso n and Allen to dis­ 
miss the case. 
They had described Sweeney as 
the “co ngressio nal spo kesman o f 
Father Co u ghlin” and had said 
that Repr. Sweeney o ppo sed the 
appo intment o f the U. S. district 
atto rney in Clev eland to be a fed­ 
eral ju dge becau se he was a fo r­ 
eign-bo rn Jew. 
Sweeney , who is 
a Demo cratic co ngressman fro m 
Clev eland, claimed that he was 
libeled by this statement. 
To day ’s decisio n fo llo wed a ser­ 
ies o f o ther ru lings in fav o r o f the 
defendant newspapers, which ex ­ 
tended all the way fro m Idaho to 
So u th Caro lina.
